passed iliB Iii.gi:):;t'wn Oonnoil yestorday. Il 
empowers tho GovBrntnent lo redeem a!! land 
Bold for taxes tbat rjnmins unredeemed on 
tho expiration of tlie twelve monthB Irom the 
time of ealc; Tbo Gavernmeul is tu «lep ia 
aod sMome ibo claims against the prspotly^ 
oliairging in addittod to the first year's ex* 
ponees, two per cent, per tr ontb on tbo out- 
lay nntil tbe end of iuo second year, whan, 
il tb!' total amount shall not iiavo uood paid, 
tbo properly will bo finally Bold and b title 
given to tbo parohaaer. VVhon wo think of 
tbo eztraorciioary exertions made bj tho 
GoTarnmeDt to oolleol these taxes in 
arrears, the expense and ironblo wiili 
Tfhiob the effort bas been attondod, it 
is rather a cariona commentary on the ad- 
miuiatrnlion to eco it uo'.v running with eager 
haato to lelinquisb all the fruits of its induii.. 
try and give baok the money it had so much 
difficulty to oblaio. We are ready to admit, 
03 wn Bnid veBletday, that the Colonial Secre- 
taryii sohema is not bo unjust as Mr. Coob- 
rano's contract ropudiation bill ; but the 
absurdity of both measures ia about equal. 
To make, us Mr. Donald Frasor aptly termed 
it yesterdaji tbs Qoveraor of the colony an 
igest for dafaaltiog taxpayers, is, besides 
the libheard of novelty of the thing, really to 
defeat the whole object of tho law and en- 
courage the non-payment of taxes. Tho duty 
of tbo Government is to see, iu the first place, 
tbat no laws are placed on the statute book 
that oannot be eOeotnally oarried oat, and it: 
the seoond to adminhter the law in strict 
confotmity with the statute. The Real Es- 
tate Act we have already said is a very Im" 
perfect law, very imperfectly cariied out ; 
but with all this unsatisfaotory condition of 
affairs no very glaring iojngtice could be done 
withont (be negleot of those most interested. 
Whatever sins of omission the Government 
may have been guilty of, tbo owners of the 
lots "sold have shown a much greater negli- 
gence. They have either purchased property 
without inquiring into the claims agaiDst it 
in the shape of taxes, or thoy have gone away 
and left the property to look after itself. Of 
one thing, however, they cannot complain— 
the haste of the Qoverosient to collect the 
arrears. The amoanta obtained at the 
ebetiQ's sale represented taxes that 
wero due several years back. So far, 
therefore, tbo only chnrgo that could 
be brought against the Government v as 
the very venial one of leniency. It is quite 
trne that the manner in which the delinqaent 
taicpayers was songbt to be reached was 
very unsatisfactory, but there was nothing »; 
any t!aio that prevented tho owner of a lot 
ascertaining what amount (if any) there 
was duo. Tho foot of tbo matter is, the 
careleasnesa of the Government bt.uaiua oua-' 
tagioos, .and the lot owner was determined 
to show DO more anxiety for paying the taxes 
than the Government exhibited in domonding 
them ; but this, while making tbo Govern- 
ment liable to censure, in no way relievca 
the defaulting taxpayer, who bad no more 
right to leave bis property unlooked after 
than he wonld bars a right to leave the doors 
of his dwelling unlooked daring the night. 
The Qovo-nment cannot afford to assnme the 
risk of the one negligenoe any mere than the 
risk of the other: 

Tho Colonial Secretary's scheme io in 
itself a fallacious one. The defaulting tax* 
payers have been treated by the Goveroment 
either legally or illegally. If they have 
been treated legally then there can be no 
justification for the present measure, which 
virtually culls upon Ihoao who have pnid 
their taxoa to assume tbo burdens of thoac 
who are delinquoDts. If on the other band, 
they have bten treated illogally the present 
measnro cannot mend matters, and the Gov- 
ernment will at any time bo liable, after sol- 
ling Iho property, to pay damages to tho owner.

The pro" 
visions embodied by tho Oolonial Secretary 
in the bill virtually tax tho people tho 
amount which will ho ncoesgary to rodocm 
tbo unredoomod lots. If the Assembly 
allows its right in tbia respsot to bo uu- 
oroached upon, no matter nnder what 
apeoious pretext, it will be simply showing 
an UDfiloees to guard public interests and its 
own prerogative. X precedent like this once 
cstublialied would he luutiunount to a sus- 
pension o( our Confliilution. If the Council 
is to introduce inon:y hills to pay tho debts 
of delinquent tn.x-payurs, wo shall see it be- 
fore tbo session shall havoolotad, introduciug 
other financial measures thai will make the 
Assembly's retrciichmonl scliemo look rulber 
blue. Whatever may bn llio demerits o( 
tho scheme, and thoy are legion, Ihiit will 
bo to-day laid before tho House, nothing 
can cxeeed io danger tho taoit submi.^sioii 
to the uohoard of powers assamed yesterday 
for the first time by the Oouocil, and we 
hope to SCO tho .'.=scmhly dnfond liko men 
who value popular iMsiitutiuns the pruiogu- 
tivo with which these institutions have been 
olutbed.

[riiOil OUll OW.'J (J llinCSI'ONDENT,] 

Fout Kauloot.s, Marcli 27, ISGO, 
Wo loft Lyttoti Mnrcb 20lli, reaching Ijii.H 
place alter various delays on the 2Gtli. Tbe 
road from Lytton lo Caclio eruok (where 
Wright's now road branches off from tbo 
Ciiribon routo to .Savana forry) was barely 
passable, in one placo wo got stalled, and 
had to unload and pack our freight about 
100 yards, and in another, called the mud 
slide, tbe horses went to thoir bellies in the 
mud. At Ibe latter place a huge bank of 
sandy mud stands cradually alippiug down 
into the road, and*tlirealecing every day to 
ooma down in a body. While at the bridge 
across tho Thompson river, 1 learned tbe 
particulars of tho strange death of iVIr. A. 
Wood', (one of Mr. McKay's party) an 
account of which was published, you will 
raecllect, at tbo time. It appears that the 
party were engagad in shoveling tho enow 
from tbo road, when two small rocks, not 
much larger than a man's fist, started down 
. tbo slide, of course gaining great velocity 
as tboy decended, wlien reaching about tbo 
height of a man's head from tbo ground, 
they struck a largo rock and brunued oil' 
horizontally as if they bad been shot from a 
cannon, ono of ihcm ntriking Mr. Woods on 
tbo back of tho head, inllioting a woand 
which resembled a blow given by tbe back 
of an axe, and killod him instantly, befell 
forward on bis face, and it is supposed be 
nas dead before he struck tho ground. Tfie 
rook after infliotiDg the terrible wound, bad 
slill power enough left to bound on into tbu 
river. Verily, " in the midst of life we am 
in death." . pig Jack hod got to Lytton, by 
tho river, wllb bis two canoes loaded with 
about a ton and a half of provisions, from 
Lytton he had to carry his oonoca and cargo 
on wagons to Nicomin, a distance of 11 
miles, whcro ho again lauDobod them, and 
went un his way ap tho Thompson. Ui.s 
object, of course, is to prooeed op tlje river 
to the Lakes, 

Wright's now road, from Cache creek to 
Savana lorry, will undoubtodly be completed 
by tbo spcciQad lima, (15th April). A 
largo portion of iho distanco (said to bo 2^ 
miles, but which stsmod to mo lo be longer) 
is a good natural toad; — probably ona half 
the entire distance may bo ao considered, 
requiring only an occasional '' soft " plaou 
lo bo filled up, or a gully lo bo corduroyed. 
Tbe two heaviest piucos of work aro at a 
placo where a high blul! bos to bo worked 
around by catting the road, ia: a diitanoo of 
perhaps 250 yards, out of the solid rsokj and 
a long side bill coming down to Dcadmon'a 
creek, two iniles from Havana ferry, which 
had to be cribbed the entire dislauco. All 
of tbo bridges are built, tbe two principal 
one.s being nvor the Bonaparta river at Oacho 
creek, where Iho road strikes ofl from tho 
Cariboo routo, and tho ODO near Deadman's 
creek. The road ends to the left (goiug up) 
of Savana ferry, about a quarter of a mile 
further up. .Savana farry as I suppose you 
aro oware, is a ferry across llio Thompson 
river, at tho point wlicro it loaves Kamloops 
lakes. It is cstitnatod that up to tho present 
time, 250 men bavo paaied hero bound to 
Big lieud, of wbioh number not raoro than 
3J bad provisions with them, and ono half 
tbo remainder bad nciliicr money nor pro- 
visions. 

Tha only public houses on Wright's new 
road are "Boston's," about two miles up, 
and tha ono at Savana ferry. Tha former 
has boon for some years a larm, and at it, 
ai well as at several other bouses on Iho 
routs, 'iiverytliing on Ihe table, except loa, 
eollce, sugar, and Condiments, was raised on 
the fi>rni. Savana Farry ia named after a 
Frenchman who origiuatad it, and vvhoso 
grave may bo seen on a hill to tba south of 
the oro.s.iing. On tbo Icvil plateau, just 
before dosconding to tho shores of tbo 
Lake, and whcro, what town there may 
he, will be built, a stake is driven and 
a notice informs you that " this slake 
is near the soutliwestern e.\tromily of a 
plot ol land (2 scroa) tlia property of the 
Hudson Boy Company," At tbe ferry a 
boat is about finished, capublo ol carrying 
12 or 15 Ions and at Fort ICamloops two or 
Ihrco others aro in uao. Like Kamloops i.^ 
yet frozon over, but it looks as if the ioe 
might disappear in o very short lime. From 
Fort Kamploops (35 miles up ICamploops 
Lake) lo the Shuswap I^ake, a distanco of 
45 miles, is n river, with a strong current, 
anil whiflb, I bidicTo docs not Iroczo over at 
all. Wo buvo conio by land to this place,

A Coiiiniitteo appointed by that nioel- 
iiig agreed upon tha principles, provisions 
and powors of the bill, wbicli pasmsl tbu 
Aaaombly and went to tbo Upper Mouse, 
whore it was at oneu mot by this pingulatly 
coinprohensivo potilion just at a time too 
when our ri'piesenlutive was leavinjj; Victo- 
ria and our Uto utipondiary mugislralo had 
Bomt buaiuots ol Aw own to do in your 
(own.

A petition in favor of incorporation whioh 

hai heretofore been oonsidafod unueocssary, 
sinoo the strongly favorable demonstration 
at tho publio maoling baa now been got up. 
Tho bill has ju.?t boon reprinted here nnd 
road beforo a publio raeoling last night, when 
it was most enthusiaBtioally roccivad by tbo 
people, and a resolution moved for its ap- 
proval, Tho motion was supported by able 
specobes from eovernl gontlenien who were 
couvnrsant with tbo working of nuch in- 
stitutions in other countries. One rev- 
erend gentleman employed iho occasion 
lo givo a eovera rcbuko to thosu v.'ho ramo 
lo oppC'EO tho object of tho meeting — and who 
had boon engaged on,Saturday night laM, in 
a mock procesjion, lo inter tho Incorporation 
Dill. Those parlies attending Ibis proocesinn, 
and composed almost outirely of the lawless 
and disorderly portion of our nommunily who 
supply tho poor natives with iho ci. p of doalh 
and dealruotion, concluded thair diabolical 
mummery with the most impious desecration 
of tho funeral riloal of tha Cburob of England, 
:ehaar3ing that solemn service with waulon 
buflooncry. Of such, then, ia tbe opposition 
to Iho bill, leagued, it is true, with a small 
number who are otherwise respectable, and 
whoso respectability shonld stand clear and 
nninipcaeliablfl from such nnhailoB-ed com - 
pact.

lating our looal maltors, and the power ol 
applying some of the revjnues wo produce lo 
our own protection and improvement — and 
these wo can only look for io Municipal In- 
oorporulion. 

The opposera ore in two divisions ! (irsi, 
tho jealousy of - power and position, and th<i 
fear of a more popular and toore itttelligont 
uleinent to abare or oonflict with them in the 
exerciso of that power. Second, tha law 
broakcrs, who now carry on a proBlable 
though illegal trade wilh impunity, and 
draad the euppresaion of their ooQupution 
which would bo euro to follow.

After waiting some time for tho Chief 
Jualico, who was occupied in the Supreme 
Court, tbo Coui'.cil went into oommilteo, the 
hon. Treasurer in the chair, on Mr, Cooliroiiu's 
Real Estate Amendment Bill, 

Clause I., repealing Clause 53 of tho Real 
Estate Tax Act. 

Hon. Mr. Fraser did not seo that tho pro- 
moters of this measure had bronght forward 
tbo slightest evidence Is show tho injustice 
complaioed ol. Ho therefore moved tbatevi- 
dooca bo takon to prove tbe allegations of 
injustice or hardship. TheiB had been no 
fault, and no charge of necleet brooght agaioat 
tba Government, and he oonsiderad that the 
roaaona for the repeal ot an act should be 
clearly proved. 

Hon, Coloniol Secretary was proceeding lo 
put an amandment, but withheld it until 
Hon. Mr. Frasor'a motion was disposed of. 

Tha Chairman thought il his duty na 
chairman to call the atlontiou of tho com- 
mittee to the faot that tho House of Assom- 
bly hod passed a bill entirely repealing tho 
Real Estate Tax Act. That bill was before 
the Council, and sboald be first disposed of, 
or tbe Coanoil wonld find themselves in oon- 
luaion. 

Hon, Donald Fraser thought tho sug'gas- 
tion highly important. So far as the House 
of Aaaombly wore conocrnod tho Real Estato 
Tax Adl was no Jouger on the atatnio book, 
and it would be vioxa than folly lo proceed 
on the present bill, which purposed to repeal 
a oSuao in an act already' repealed. Sup- 
posing it was ihought for tbe credit of tha 
oolony that the Real Estate Aet should ho 
retained lor acother year, tbe prinoipol 
clause in thai aot would then be repealed by 
this bill. It was tho eossnce of tha bill. 

The Hon. Colonial Secreiury said that 
whatever was done should be done quickly. 
There might bo no objection tij taking avi- 
dencH, but Iboro was not sufficioni time bu- 
fore tbo period of rodemption lapsed. 

Hon. Donald Fraser would be prepared 
so far as lio was conccrucd to-morrow to gi 
into the rnattor, as time was esacntial. 11 it 
could ho shown that the Government was 
guilty of ona not of neglect, hardship, or 
injnsiicB, ha would go in for relief ; but he 
could not and did not soo how any reason- 
able man oould vote lor the mo.isuro without 
evidence of injustice or hardship before 
him. 

The motion was lost. Content — Ilun!;, 
Messrs, Fraser and Fiolsyson ; Noncontenl— 
Hons. Colonial Secretary, Attorney General, 

Surveyor General, and H. Rhodes. 

Tba Hon. Colonial Sleorotary then moved 
Ibat Clauso 1 bo struck out, and that tho 
lol.'uwing amenduieot bo substituted : 

" That it ehall be lawful for tho Governor 
to autlioriso tho Treasurer, in the interest of 
tho owners, to redeem under tho provisions 
of the 48th eeelion of tbo said act all sueli 
real estate sold by tho Sberilt on tho 21lli 
day ol April, 18CD, in default of payment ol 
taxes v.a shall still be onredeemcd uuder tbo 
said eeetiuu at the date of the passing of 
this aot." 

Tha hon: gentleman explained his reaaous 
for briogiDg forward this amendment in u 
lucid speech. 

Hen. Donald Fraser thotight tho amend- 
ment was worded so'extraordinarlly that ho 
meat auk fur explanation from tho hon 
moT«r. In tbo Grsl place the Treasurer was 
authorized lo pay certain monies, but there 
was no stipulation na to where the money was 
lo oiiinu from, and iho Council could not 
origiiiiita money bills. He had also a great 
objeetiou to making Iho Governor iho agent 
of defaulting iiLtjiayors i it was not an lion- 
orablo or dtsirablu position to plaou n 
Uovernor in, to make him agent for pcrsrins 
who, to a cortalo extont, might bo said to 
have dolraudcd tho Government of its just 
ta.\C!i. 

Hon. Colonial Secretary would be very 
hapfiy to add tlio words '' from tha Ciontral 
Uevcnm;." He wa" not afraid of tho oibir 
Ifouso fancying ibal tbo Counnil were i'l- 
fringing on their rights, 'I'be Council were 
only amending tho AsEombly's own bill. 

Hon. D. Fraser proceeded to arguo that 
tho ameodmenl was in the form of a tax and 
was virfjally i money bill, and Ihough ho 
was careful of iho privileges of Ihe Oonnoil be 
was equally caruful nol lo infringe on tbo 
rights ol tbo oihor RonsD. Taxation must 
be iirovided to meet tho oxpondituro. He 
mureov.jr could not kcu how tbo Council 
could gi't over tho incoiisb teney of repealing 
one clause in an aet wlion tboro waa a bill 
belnre ibem repealing tbe whole act. 

'I'he Hon. Attorney General said tbo clauso 
was not repe.i'ed by Iho aiiiendineiit, it waa 
fiiniply iirnposod to autlioriso tho Treiisurer 
to do bomelliini;. 

Hon, Mr. Piasor would liko to know 
whether the Governor was aware of hia naiMO 
being used in Ibis bill, and had couacntod to 
tha act being possed waiting him payiiiaatar 
of dulaulting tax payers who had kept the 
country several years out of money, lie did 
not suppose lb it either tbe Governor or tho 
Treaauror woqld pay tho money oot of their 
own poekois. Ha niovpd that the disousaion 
on this measure bo poatponed until after the 
Council had diapoaad of tha bill repealing 
ibe Real ICstato Amoudment Aot. 

Tho Hon, Cdlonial Sucrolarv denied tbo 
light ofthi! Council to make such an enquiry ; 
it would 1)0 eominit'in;; the Qovornor, who 
had a vetoinf^ power to a bill, beforo it was 
nasBud; Thu Council simply bad lo legis- 
lato, authorising, if ucud bo, tho Governor to 
do oettain things. 



Tbe Hon. Mr.Fraset's nmondment was lost 
by the same vote as before, and the hon. 
Colonial Secretary's sabstituted olaaae was 
oarried by a similar volp. 

Clausa 2 the hon. Colonial Secretary moved 
bo struck out, and ao amendmeDt bo t<ubsti< 
tuted requiring tha Tressuror to regiiitcr in 
the Lund Registry ofTloe tbo amount piiid for 
redemption of any such real estate, tbo 
money bo paid to form n first ohorga agaiuol 
Iho whole of|tbo real estate originally asscBSod, 
baaring intereal nt the ralu id' two per centum 
per nicnaoin from Iho dale ol rejiistralion. 

Hon. Mr, Fraser objected to lb;) amend- 
ment and moved tho postponement ot the 
clauso lor ono day, 

Tbo hon. Colonial Secretary objected ic 
tbo delay and delended his ninendmenl. 

Tbo hon. Mr. Frasur'a nioliun WaS lost aud 
tho amumlment carried. 

Clause 3 was ronlsced by a fresh clauso 
introducsd by tba Hon- Colonial Sooriitary, 
onnbling tbo owners of properly against 
whom tbo obarHO i.s regislured as alorosuid, 
to pay ibo same at any timo within 12 
monlba and that the registration of tho aarno 
be cancelled by the Registrar on the produce 
tion of Ihe Treasnrer's receipt tut tho charge 
and intorest. 

Clauae 4— Tbo Hoc. Colonial Secretary 
proposed to amend by subalituling another 
olauio autborising tbo Oovernorat tbe expi- 
ration of 12 months from registratica if tbe 
charj'o be not annolled, to sell tbe lot assea- 
Fud, to raimburss tbe charges and interest, 
and deposit tho balance in trust for the 
owner, his heirs or aesi,';ns. 

Hon. Mr. Frnsor — It ia downright roh- 
bory. 

Hon. Mr, Rhodes was not in favor of tel. 
ling tho v;hole property but only so much 
as s nuld pay tho charge and intorest. Ho 
introduced an uuiandiiiout to that effect. Ho 
know of ona ooae where a qnarter part of 
property assessed al 95O0O was solil (or ;j!8 
la^oB. 

Hon. Mr. Fraaor — Oh, you aro now only 
nndiiig out that jou have been ail tbe timo 
on the wrong side. ^ 

The Hon. Colonial Secretary said he oould 
easily alter hia amendment if tbo Council 
wished by inserliug tbo worda " or ao much 
thereof as would bu Rulliciont, &e.," but hu 
put it to tha Council whcthur greator jastico 
would not bo dune by soiling tbo whole of 
tbo abseoteea' propisrty with an absolute 
title, wbiob would tbua command Its market 
value, rather than allow it to be prejudiced 
by tho tale of so many feet. 

Further diaouiaioo eDenod. The Hon. Mr. 
Fraser again oskod for timo and the Hon. 
Attorney Conoral proloslod in the interests 
of tbu country and tho duly tho Council 
owed to tbe publio against further and un- 
noeessary dtday, and the Hon. .Mr. Fraser 
again asserted that tho promoters of tho 
measnro had brought forward no cvidenco. 
This brought out tho Hon. Colonial .Secro- 
lary who niiiniainod that the host evidence 
wn.i that tliu mujority of tho Council coinci- 
ded with bis views. 

Tho Colonial Secretary's nmondmant pas- 
sed wilh Iho addition of tha worda boforo 
Blatad- 

CInusa 5 was amondod to authorise the 
Sherilf to givo nn absolute title immediately 
after tho sale of the prnparty and passed, 

Clauae 6— Title— " Bill to afford relief to 
ocrlain owners of teal estate sold uoder tho 
Real Eiiate Tax Amendment Act, 1SC>2," 
passed. 

•Tbe. Hon. Cbairroau hero took occnEion to 
remark that it was fruquenlly thrown out 
that Ihe Council muat hasten businesi 
through Bi time was short ; to this cauao 
was to bo attributed bad Icgislalion in tha 
past. Tho Council in their desire to oipa- 
dito busine.sa bad givon Ihoir nasant to bad 
measuroB. Ha should oertaioly advocate a 
recommittal of this bill ug thoro wero pro- 
visions in it to which ho waa totally opposed. 
He r.hoogbt tha Council ought to be very 
guided bow it-oanoelled these contracts of 
purahasa made in good faith with the Oov- 
ornmotit. 

Tho prenmblo paaaod wilh a slight amend- 
ment. 

The Hon. Mr. Fraser failed to carry au 
amendment setting forth tha kind iadalgenoa 
and frnteroal regard eviaoed towards de- 
faulting taxpayers. 

The bill was then reported. 

Hon. Treasnrer moved tha reoommltlal of 
tho bill, which was lost by the casting vote 
of the PreBidant. 

The lion. Altornoy General moved that 
standing order.s bo suspended and tho bill 
read a third limo. 

Hon. Mr. Fraser objected, and asked that 
tho third reading be delencd for ono day. 

'I'bo third reading waa carried by lha 
oaaiing vole ot the Prrsidenl, and the bill 
passed npui! the same vote. 

Council adjosrned till Monday at 2 p.m.
